THE CAMP 


What a Recent Arrival 


has to say about 


Tonopah 


"In 
my opinion Tonopah 
1» the 


greatest mining camp tor its age the 
world has ever seen," said W. C. Wat- 
aon thia morning In response to a 
question at) to bow materts were show- 
ing up in Nevada bonanza. 


"I understand that tales of tMlf 


nesa and epidemic have been indu»- 
triously circulated, and 1 was told that 
on one day fourteen passengers were 
turned back at a point along the road 
with thoss stories. 
It is not true. 


There is no sickness in Tonopah wor- 
thy of serious consideration, and I was 
told that but three deaths had occur- 
red in the past month out of a popu- 
lation of 3000 people. This town is 
located on as healthy a site as exists 
anywhere on earth. It is at a good 
high altitude and is situated between 
two mountains on a sloping valley. 
There Is a natural drainage and every 
afternoon breezes change and purify 
the atmosphere. The air is dry and 
crisp, and I anticipate that the con- 
ditions are such that no fear need ever 
be entertained of a serious run of sick- 
ness. 


"The story that there is a lack of 


water is also untrue. There is plenty 
of water for all domestic purposes, in- 
cluding 
bathing, and 
the water is 


much better than the outside world 
has been led to believe. It is better 
than that furnished in many a large 
city. Every effort has been madr to 
insure a good water supply until such 
lime as the pipe lines are in, and no 
one has reason to complain on this 
score. 


"The rumor that the 
mines had 


closed down originated from nothing 
more serious than the fact that the 
lease of the Lynch boys expired on the 
first of the month, and the property 
they were working went hack to the 
control of 
the Tonopah Company. 


Temporarily this threw, perhaps, 100 
men 
out of 
employment. 
Some of 


those left the camp and those who re- 
mained are already at work on other 
properties. On the other hand, it was 
strongly rumored that the Philadel- 
phia company would 
put 200 more 


miners to work within a few Jays. 
How true this is I do not know, but 
I think it probable. 
I saw no idle 


men in the camp to amount to any- 
thing. 


"Tonopah men who are best posted 


claim that there is now over one hun- 
dred million 
dollars worth of 
ore 


practically in sight in the camp, and 
I am sure I am not prepared to dispute 
the estimate. It is my honest convic- 
tion that no other place offers such 
excellent opportunities for the invest- 
ment of capital. 
I believe that the 


man who judicially invests one dollar 
in Tonopah today can expect to re- 
ceive from twenty to fifty dollars in 
one year from now. 


"The accommodations offered the 


stranger are splendid and certainly are 
a. welcome surprise. The restaurants 
are good and cheap and at least one 
of them will compare with the better 
class of restaurants in San Francisco. 
This place has 
private rooms and 


tables for alt who desire, and the con- 
latlon of the camp from 6000 to 10,000 
expected sixty miles from a railroad. 
Meals here are fifty cents. 


"I expect and believe that next year 


will witness the swelling of the popu- 
lation of tre camp from 6000 to 10,000 
people, and they will all be prosper- 
ous. 
I understand 
that 
the water 


companies are making every effort to 
quickly reach the camp with the pipe 
lines, and when they do so a new era 
for Tonopah will spring into exist- 
ence."—Carson News.

A BDI6HT OUTLOOK. 


ITH the improved 
mining conditions in 


various parts of the State the business out- 


look here is better than it has been at any time 
during the last twenty years. The most encourag- 
ing feature of the situation is the fact that the new 
developments are not confined to 0112 or two lo- 
calities but are numerous and widespread through- 
out the State. 
Everywhere we find a feeling of 


buoyant confidence among the people which stands 
in marked contrast to the blank hopelessness which 
prevailed during the two decades immediately fol- 
lowing the exhaustion of the great bonanzas. 


This confidence is itself a strong factor in the 


sum of the elements now making for prosperity. 
Without confidence no community can accomplish 
much for its own upbuilding. 
Confidence, when 


reasonably well 
founded, encourages the invest- 


ment of outside capital, and this is now taking place 
on a considerable scale without air borders. And 
there is a vast and fertile field for it. 
We have 


more virgin ground for mineral exploration and 
exploitation than any other State in the Union. A 
hundred thousand square miles of mineral-bearing 
territory within our boundaries have scarcely been 
touched by the prospector's pick. We have large 
areas of the richest soil in the world, which the new 
irrigation law may soon make available .for agric- 
ultural purposes. The railroad interests are showing 
a most commendable spirit of co-operation with 
the citizens of the State, and are even now perform- 
ing work of great value in the improvement of their 
properties. 


If the profits of our mining industry had not 


floated away for the enrichment of other States, "\e- 
vada today, despite the crippiling of her silver in- 
dustry, would have been the wealthiest State lying 
within the Great Basin. The idea was almost uni- 
versal that Nevada was a good place to make money 
in, but a bad place to live in. 
The truth is that 


nowhere on the continent can more beautiful or 
comfortable homes be made than in the vallejs of 
this State. Reno is as charmingly located as Salt 
-Lake City, quite as well situated for business pur- 
poses. 
There is no apparent reason why there 


should not be another Salt Lake City, barring the 
Mormonism of course, right here at the gateway 
which opens into California. The outlook for Ne- 
vada certainly is a bright one at this time. 


It will now be in order for some enthusiastic Re- 


publican contemporary to seize upon and quote 
these statements as proof of the wisdom and great- 
ness of the "Grand Old Party." 


THE CARSON NEWS offers a curious ex- 


planation of its self-contradiction with reference to 
the irrigation law. 
It does not deny that it first
